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Exigencias de ley federal afectan educación en California

San José, CA — Los estu- 
diantes de California no tienen un 
futuro claro, ya que además de la 
crisis financiera del estado, la ley 
federal que Ningún niño se quede 
atrás se ha convertido en un nuevo 
problema para alumnos y maes- 
tros. 

“La ley NCLB (según sus 
siglas en inglés) en California tie- 
ne severas implicaciones. Tiene 
un enorme impacto de responsa- 
bilidad para los niños que van bien 
y los que no van bien en la escue- 
la”, dijo Linda Aceves, Directora 
de Servicios de Asistencia a Es- 
cuelas de Santa Clara County Of- 
fice of Education. 

Según la ley firmada por el 
Presidente George W. Bush en 
2002, para el año 2005-06 todos 
los maestros deberán ser alta- 
mente calificados, los alumnos 
tendrán cualidades para la lectura 
y las matemáticas para el 2014, 
incluyendo aquellos con discapa- 
cidades y los que están aprendien- 
do inglés, entre otros puntos. 

Falta de edificios adecuados, 
materiales de instrucciones de 
calidad, participación de los pa- 
dres en las escuelas y la falta de 


maestros calificados son algunas 
de las causas de que los niños 
latinos estén aún más rezagados. 

California cuenta con 6.3 
millones de estudiantes, de los 
cuales 46 por ciento es latino. Otro 
problema es la falta de conoci- 
miento y domino del idioma in- 
glés. 

El Condado de Santa Clara 
cuenta con más de 250 mil estu- 
diantes (k-12), 34.8 por ciento his- 
pano y un gran porcentaje sólo 
habla español. Sin embargo, la 
educación bilingiie no ha sido un 
éxito debido a varios factores. 

Abolida en el estado desde 
que se aprobó la Proposición 227 
en 1998, Aceves asegura que “la 
instrucción bilingiie no es de alta 
calidad y carece de materiales de 
apoyo en dicha lengua”. 

Aunque son pocas las es- 
cuelas que ofrecen clases en am- 
bos idiomas en el Condado de 
Santa Clara, “lo que sucede es que 
no están recibiendo una instruc- 
ción de calidad en inglés y tampo- 
co en español”, agregó. 

El problema radica que si un 
alumno recibe instrucción en es- 
pañol u otra lengua, NCLB sólo 
toma en cuenta los exámenes 
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aplicados en inglés a estudiantes 
de California. 

Por otro lado, los maestros 
sienten una enorme presión al 
estar bajo NCLB. Predomina el 
sentimiento negativo al ser im- 
puesta y al crear más trabajo y re- 
portes a llenar. 

Pues cuando se trata de pro- 
veer fondos a las escuelas, el 
estado ocupa el lugar 49 en toda 
la nación. Según Aceves, Califor- 
nia invierte poco dinero en sus 
estudiantes en comparación con 
otros estados.

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California health 
insurance firms compete 
for Hispanic market 


Santa Ana, CA (EFE) — 
Health insurance companies in 
California are courting Hispan- 
ics with innovative plans, includ- 
ing ones that cover clients on 
both sides of the U.S.-Mexico 
border. 

The insurance firm 
HealthNet, in conjunction with 
Anaheim General Hospital and 
Los Angeles” Clinica Medica 
General, announced Friday it 
will be providing a new service 
for small-business employees 
who are residents of Orange 
County. 

Through a new plan called 
“Salud con HealthNet” (Health 
with HealthNet), insured His- 
panics will have access to medi- 
cal services both in southern 
California and in select clinics 
and hospitals in the Mexican cit- 
les Of Tijuana, Tecate, Rosarito 
and Mexicall. 
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Ana Andrade, HealthNet's 
Hispanic programs vice presi- 
dent, said that a study conducted 
by her company showed many 
Hispanic residents of southern 
California prefer to receive 
medical care in Mexico, both for 
cultural and linguistic reasons 
and because they say they are 
treated better by doctors on the 
Mexican side of the border. 

In October, Blue Cross an- 
nounced it would be accepting 
“matricula consulars,” identifi- 
cation cards issued by Mexican 
Consulates to their citizens liv- 
ing in the United States, as a 
valid form of identification for 
Mexicans living in California 
who want to buy insurance poli- 
cies. 

The manager for Blue Cross 
of California, Patricia Vargas, 
said immigrants with matricula 
consulars can be covered for the 
same health services the general 
public receives, including emer- 
gency medical attention, hospi- 
talization, dental care and more. 

Official and unofficial fig- 
ures indicate there are as many 
as 6.4 million people without 
health insurance in California, of 
which at least half are Hispanic. 

Some who lack health care 
coverage in California are un- 
documented immigrants who 
had been unable to take out 
health insurance policies until 
Blue Cross began accepting the

De entrada hace unos días, en 
ahora Ex secretario de Estado Colin 
Powell en visita a México, dijo que 
el Reelecto Presidente George W. 
Bush tiene como prioridad la refor- 
ma migratoria, pero no quieres pro- 
meter demasiado, jeje. Picarón, 
picarón. Y hablan de las promesas 
de los políticos latinoamericanos. 

En fin, el señor Powell afirmó 
“lo que puedo asegurar es que el 
Presidente (Bush) sigue compro- 
metido con la reforma migratoria”, 
al término de la rueda de prensa, 
Powell se reunió con el Presidente 
Vicente Fox en la residencia presi- 
dencial de Los Pinos por unos 30 
minutos.

compromiso por una alta reforma de 
inmigración como una alta prioridad” 
(que sin duda supo calmar muy bien 
antes de la contienda electoral para 
no llegar a enojar y perder el apoyo 
de algunos republicanos ultra conser- 
vadores). 

Pero claro que el esperado acuer- 
do migratorio no será ni en sueño, lo 
que desean millones de mexicanos y 
de inmigrantes que buscan legalizar 
su estatus en este país. Se trataría, 
según lo ha explicado el mismo Presi- 
dente en ocasiones anteriores, de un 
permiso inicial de tres años para 
quienes comprueben que tienen tra- 
bajo. Este permiso podría extenderse 
por otros tres años más. 

Esta medida enfrentó oposición 
en el Congreso desde su origen, hace 
ya casi un año cuando en enero pa- 
sado, en la víspera de un viaje a 
México para acudir a la Reunión 
Cumbre de Economía en Monterrey, 
el Presidente Bush la anunció, como

Pero el doble mensaje continúa, 
ya que el Departamento de Estado 
de Estados Unidos expedirá 50,000 
visas de residencia permanente a los 
ganadores de la lotería de visas, un 
sorteo anual que busca asegurar la 
diversidad entre los inmigrantes que 
llegan a Estados Unidos. Entre el 5 
de noviembre hasta el 7 de enero de 
2005, se aceptarán las solicitudes de 
personas de países calificados, pero 
solamente por Internet a través de 
la página: www.dvlottery.state.gov. 

Claro que existen las restric- 
ciones, entre ellas los nacidos en 
cualquiera de estos países no pueden 
hacer la solicitud: México, Colom- 
bia, El Salvador, República Domi- 
nicana, Jamaica, Haití, Canadá, 
China, Corea del Sur, Filipinas, 
Haití, India, Pakistán, Reino Unido, 
Rusia y Vietnam. 

Ahora bien, las personas que 
están casadas con alguien que nació 
en uno de los países elegibles pue- 
den participar. 

En otro tenor, (¡ay mojo Plácido 
Domingo!) son ya varios los que han 
renunciado a sus puestos en el 
gabinete del Presidente Bush, entre 
ellos Colin Powell (Estado), Ann 
Venneman (Agricultura), Rod Paige 
(Educación) y John Ashcroft (Jus- 
ticia) y Donald Evans (Comercio). 

¿Quién los cubrirá? A lo largo 
de la semana se irán dando los nom- 
brés, por lo pronto, uno de ellos, el 
sucesor de John Ashcroft es quien 
interesa, ya que es nieto de latinos, 
específicamente, mexicanos. Se tra- 
ta de Alberto Gonzáles, quien es

Nuevamente, EE.UU. vuelve a 
actuar desde un punto de vista suma- 
mente egoísta, viendo únicamente el 
atender a sus intereses.

Should English be a required subject for 
all French schoolchildren alongside of math 
and French? 

Yes, according to a report of France’s 
Higher Council of School Assessment. 

Non, said France’s president Jacques 
Chirac, a number of French politicians, and 
leaders of French unions. 

For many countries the idea of English 
as a basic subject is already a reality. Italian 
schoolchildren begin to study English in el- 
ementary school. The same goes for many 
European countries. 

In some other countries such as Korea, 
English is viewed as such an important lan- 
guage that some parents even go as far as 
putting their kids through a frenectomy — a 
minor surgery which lengthens the tongue by 
about one millimeter. The idea is that having 
a longer tongue will significantly improve the 
kids’ pronunciation when they learn English. 

Although there is little doubt that English 
has been the lingua franca for much of the 
past century and will be for the foreseeable 
future, it’s difficult for the French to accept 
it. French had the role of lingua franca be- 
fore English and the French have tried their 
best to maintain it although with little suc- 
cess in recent times. 

Both French and English are considered 
the working languages of the United Nations. 
Yet, the French often complain about the fact 
that English dominates and some U.N. ma- 
terials are not available in French. 

French speakers have even had to defend 
their language because of the “invasion” of 
English words, particularly through music, 
cinema, and of course, pop culture. 

Both Canada and France passed laws to 
limit or stop the invasion of English and 
maintain French. For example, public signs 
in Quebec have to be twice the size of their 
English translations. Some shopkeepers have 
in fact been taken to court because their En- 
glish signs were larger than half the size of 
French. And no English word can be used if 
a French term exists. 

Trying to maintain the predominance and 
purity of the French language, France passed

the Toubon Law in 1994. It mandates the use 
of French in government documents, public 
advertising, road signs, etc., and prohibits the 
use of foreign words if suitable French terms 
exist. At least 40% of the songs broadcast by 
radio stations in France must be in French. A 
similar formula is used for television pro- 
grams. 

In spite of these efforts, English has con- 
tinued to rise and the importance of French 
has been moving in the opposite direction. 
That’s why some globally-thinking French 
speakers have decided to join the bandwagon. 
French Prime Minister Jean-Pierre Raffarin 
and Education Minister Francois Fillon sup- 
port the idea of French schoolchildren learn- 
ing English. 

Chirac disagrees. He believes that noth- 
ing would be worse for humanity if the lan- 
guage “of international communication” 
would be limited to English. 

French teachers unions are also con- 
cerned that if English is given predominance, 
other foreign languages would be severely 
curtailed. Classes in German, Italian, and re- 
gional French, such as Breton would be dis- 
placed from the French curriculum. 

The rise of English is undoubtedly en- 
dangering other languages. The number of 
people who speak English as their second 
language tells you something about its power. 
It is estimated that 400,000,000 people speak 
English as nonnatives, while 350,000,000 
speak it as their mother tongue. 

Ironically, the fact that more people 
speak English as a second language may also 
pose a danger to English itself. It’s likely that 
as English becomes everyone’s second lan- 
guage, it will be seen as nothing more than a 
tool like math, Fortran, or Algol. 

To stay in touch with our humanity, we’ ll 
have to resort to the language which repre- 
sents our culture — the language we learned 
from our parents. And that language for most 
people around the globe will be something 
other than English. So French, like many 
other languages, may not have much to fear. 

The French should let their kids learn En- 
glish. What foreign language should Ameri- 
can kids learn?

Miami (EFE) — Colombian 
Defense Minister Jorge Alberto 
Uribe Echavarria - a prominent 
figure in the government's fight 
against drug trafficking - last year 
received authorization to hold 
conjugal visits with a convicted 
heroin trafficker behind bars in 
Medellin, the Miami daily El 
Nuevo Herald reported. 

The report, which cites court 
documents and witness testimo- 
nies, said the defense minister 
was granted the right to hold con- 
jugal visits in 2003 with prisoner 
Dora Adriana Alzate Restrepo - 
at her request - before he held 
public office. 

Uribe Echavarria became de- 
fense minister in November 2003. 

The minister on Monday ad- 
mitted knowing Alzate, but de- 
nied having visited her in jail or 
having had a romantic relation- 
ship with her, according to the 
paper. 

“Pve never had a conjugal 
visit with anyone, in any prison, 
or any other place,” Uribe 
Echavarria said.

Colombian law grants all Co- 
lombian prisoners the right to 
conjugal visits. 


The cited document is part of 


the criminal proceedings brought 
against Alzate by a court in the 
province of Antioquia, following 
her arrest in February 2003.

knew about the activities of

Ixtapa, Mexico — By now 
the beaches here were supposed 
to be packed with hotels. That's 
what the developers predicted 
when Ixtapa opened some 30 
years ago on an old coconut 
plantation 150 miles north of 
Acapulco. By the turn of the 
century, their studies said, the 
resort would be offering a 
whopping 17,000 rooms to an 
expected 2 million vacationers a 
year. 

As things turned out, Ixtapa 
was steered to a much more 
modest growth track. Somewhere 
along the way a decision was 
made to ease up on the project — 
much to the delight of the 


something of a commercial boom 
as the old coconut palms just 
down the road in Ixtapa gave way 
to high-rise hotels, sprawling golf 
courses, discos and dozens of 
restaurants. 

Remarkably, despite its 
growth, Zihua still retains much 
of its small village charm. Its 
shops, markets, handicraft stands 
and alfresco cafes dot a tiled area 
of five blocks running inland from 
the town’s half-mile-long main 
beach, the Playa Principal. The 
beach looks out on another local 
jewel: Zihua’s ten-mile, horse- 
shoe-shaped bay. You’ll see its 
shoreline stretching from both 
sides of the city, overlooked by 
cozy hotels, bungalows, vintage

community and its visitors alike. 

So there’s still a lot of wide 
open spaces between the 13 major 
hotels scattered along the resort’s 
two-mile-long Palmar Beach. 
Including a few inland properties, 
Ixtapa today offers a total of 
around 4,000 rooms. 

“We want to grow very, very 
slowly,” explains Ana Camarena, 
spokeswoman for the convention 
and visitors bureau of Ixtapa and 
the nearby village of Zihuatanejo. 
By growing at a snail’s pace, she 
notes, the resort can just sort of 
snuggle into the area's envi- 
ronmentally sensitive master plan. 

Local officials say they're 
more interested in quality than 
quantity. Most of the hotels 
around Palmar Beach, they point 
out, boast Mexico's prestigious 
Five Star rating. One, the 423- 
room Las Brisas Ixtapa, scores a 
notch above that with the co- 
untry’s posh Gran Turismo rating. 

Rounding out Ixtapa's 
attractions is a quarter-mile-long 
shopping center, two 18-hole 
designer golf courses and a 450- 
acre marina, a haven for luxury 
yachts cruising the Mexican 
Riviera from Mazatlan down to 
Acapulco. 

The only population that’s 
really soared at Ixtapa is its 
crocodile count. Reports show 
there were only a handful of the 
reptiles living here — on the first 
golf course, no less — in the early 
days of the resort. Today there are 
60, most of which can be found 
slithering through the marshes of 
an ecological reserve near the 
marina. 

‘Zihua’ comes of age 

The “slow it down” decision 
at Ixtapa was particularly 
welcome a few miles away at 
Zihuatanejo, which — before Ix- 
tapa — usually was described in 
guidebooks as “a sleepy little 
fishing village.” Zihua, as the 
locals call it, is now many times 
larger, having’ experienced 


villas and newer condo deve- 
lopments. 

Look close at the second 
beach on your left and you'll spot 
the low-rise Villa del Sol, a 
“Special Category” hotel (Mexi- 
co’s supreme rating). Its 70 adobe- 
style rooms and suites, the latter 
with private pools, hug the 
beachfront or edge tropical 
lagoons. Room rates range from 
$250 to $1,200 a night. 

Other than the nearby La 
Casa que Canta, another Special 
Category hideaway, the other two 


dozen hotels in Zihua and around 
the bay are more modest two-, 
three- and four-star properties. All 
told they offer some 1.000 mostly 
“breeze conditioned” rooms to 
visitors On tighter budgets. 
What's in a name? 
Zihuatanejo is the Spanish 
version of the area's original name, 
Cihuatlan, to which the conquis- 


tadores added “ejo,” meaning “of 


little importance.” 

Little did they know. In pre- 
Columbian times, this was the

each boast Mexico's prestigious Five 


to the spirits of women who died 
in childbirth and who returned to 
earth as goddesses on Mothers 
Day. Cihuatlan means “place of the 
holy women.” 

The temple — believed to have 
been on La Madera Beach just 
outside the city — was on lands 
governed by the Cuitlatec tribe. 
Fittingly, the Cuitlatec had one of 
the country's rare matriarchal 
societies. 

Women “cacicas” (chiefs) 
ruled the roost around these parts 
for hundreds of years until about 
1400, when the Cuitlatec lands 
were invaded by fierce Tarascan 
warriors. Spanish troops con- 
quered the Tarascans in 1522. 

Fast-forward four centuries. In 
the 1930s, a number of foreign 
celebrities began discovering 
Zihua and its picturesque bay. 
Typically staying in hillside 
haciendas, they included movie 
‘stars, business titans, world- 
famous models and even an ex-
